VALENCAK iras reported, in September 1?U7, to be a member of the Yugoslav 
Military Mission in Munich# In the Spring of 19l;8 he tos an accredited member 
of the Yugoslav Repatriation Mission in Munidi and in July of the same year tos 
reported to be a member of the Yugoslav Restitution Mission in Bad Salzuflen* 

He irns appointed First Secretary of the Yugo. Consulate in in 

August 19U8, 9yiSSe.l^do».r 

In August 1950 , he contacted 'a member of EUCOM Ordnance Division irith 

a request that he be put in touch id.th persons with whom he could dniata 
negotations for the purchase of German arms, artillery pieces and ammrinition# 

He explained that the was acting on behalf of the Yugo Oovenment but 
"owning to the present world situation" the Yugo* Govenaneht was not able 
to pursue this matter throu^ normal channels* His inquiry was referred to 
HIOOG which ignored VALENCAK* s overtures* 

During 1951* VALENCAK contacted various representatives of the West 
German Government as well as former Abwehr members in an attempt to 
acquire SovZone and Satellite OB information# VALENCAK explained his unofficial 
attenpt to establish channels for receiving the OB information as being do 
^ lack of official relations betneen Yugo# and Germany# He also claimed 
to bo an overt liaison officer who would soon acquire official status# 

Marjan SOBER, Yugo Consul Qeixeral in Di:^sseldozf before his defection in 19k9f 
identified VALENCAK as a key figure in Yugoslav Military Intelligence in 
Western Geimaiy# 

Amonfe'iihose -vdiom VALENCAK contacted for OB information were several 
UPSWING soxxrces, thus did UPSWING enter the picture# It was decided to 
keep the line to VALENCAK open by feeding him a minimum of OB information 
in the hope of obtaining CE Information on the Yugoslav IS in Germany# 

The VALENCAK operations was dropped In June 1953 due to lack of 
T WMfqgnt activity on the part of VALENCAK#
